to walk, barefoot over hot bncke and 
was afterward beaten with a leather 
trace strap because be • complained of 
the keeper's cruelty. 
In one instance 


the convicts were frozen so badly that 
some of 
them died and others lost 


the use of their limbs. 
In one case a 


convict's feet were frozen so that the 
toes dropped off. Badly cooked rations, 
spoiled meat, unclean and horribly ven- 
tilated quarters made the death rate ap- 
pallingly high. 
Epidemics were, of 


course, by no means uncommon. 
Com- 


plaint was followed by additional cruel 
treatment. Men and women were some- 
times chained togother.whites and blacks 
alike, and made to work from daylight 
until dark. 


While so many of the politicians of the
